President’s  Report 

"Mission  Alive— Celebrating  the  Past  and  Focused  on  the  Future” 

To  Bishop  Hutchinson,  our  spiritual  leader,  other  members  of  the  clergy,  officers  and  members 
of  United  Methodist  Women  Organization  at  each  level,  conference,  district  and  local,  other 
friends  and  mission  partners  assembled  , Greetings. 

With  our  PURPOSE  clearly  established:  we  have  gathered  here  at  Pineville  United  Methodist 
Church  today  in  this  season  of  Thanksgiving  to  convene  our  32"**  Annual  Meeting  after  enduring 
the  horrors  of  both  Katrina  and  Rita  Hurricanes.  We  have  paused  from  weeks  of  recovery  efforts 
to  come  together  as  one  body  from  all  points  of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  North,  South,  East  and 
West  to  give  God  the  praise  for  the  accomplishments  of  our  near  9,000  grass  root  members 
located  in  some  270  units  across  the  7 districts.  We  need  to  celebrate  and  give  special  thanks  to 
God  this  weekend  because  you  have  in  some  way,  actively  engaged  in  fulfilling  the  PURPOSE  of 
United  Methodist  Women,  and  by  so  doing  we  have  also  fulfilled  the  mission  of  Christ  and  the 
Church,  through  the  multiplicity  of  creative  programs,  projects  and  other  activities  in  service  to 
women,  children,  youth  and  others.  We  rejoice  also  for  consecutive  citations  received  at  Regional 
School  of  Christian  Mission  for  Membership  Development  and  Nurture  that  lead  to  record 
numbers  of  women  in  newly  organized  and  reactivated  units  over  the  past  four  years  and  we  truly 
give  praise  for  all  of  the  work  that  has  gone  into  establishing  teen,  college  and  university  units  to 
prepare  girls  and  young  college  women  to  be  in  mission  and  leadership  roles.  The  former 
Northshore  District  led  the  way  under  the  leadership  of  District  President  Tillie  Shows  and  soon 
other  districts  and  colleges  followed.  The  Shreveport  District  inspired  students  at  Centenary 
College  to  form  a unit  and  some  of  its  members  participated  at  the  jurisdiction  and  national  level 
with  on  student  appearing  on  the  cover  of  Response  magazine  for  her  work.  The  New  Orleans 
District  has  another  member  currently  serving  on  the  national  “Teen/College  University 
Consultative  Group”.

Year  2002  highlights  more  than  130  Louisiana  women  "Sand  a New  Song”  in  Philadelphia  for 
the  18**'  Quadrennial  Assembly  of  United  Methodist  Women  and  Brenda  Canty,  Communication 
Coordinator  served  as  Dean  of  West  Gulf  Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission.  Women’s 
Division  President  Ms.  Genie  Banks  was  the  keynote  speaker  at  Annual  Meeting  hosted  by 
Alexandria  District  at  Pineville  First  United  Methodist  Church. 

Year  2003  highlights  Susan  C.  Johnson  from  Women’s  Division,  Section  of  Membership 
Organizational  Development  trained  our  leadership  team  and  served  as  our  Retreat  Leader.  Ms.. 
Joyce  Sohl,  Women’s  Division  Executive  Secretary,  was  the  Annual  Meeting  keynote  speaker  at 
First  United  Methodist  Church  in  Shreveport.  I had  the  opportunity  to  attend  Women’s  Ldivision 
Fall  Board  Meeting  in  Stanford,  Connecticut.  Jo  Traweek,  Conference  Membership,  Nurture  and 
Outreach  Coordinator  and  Doris  Henderson,  Shreveport  district  Vice  President  represented 
Louisiana  at  the  UMW  National  Seminar  in  Nashville,  Tennessee. 

Year  2004  was  really  a historic  year  for  our  Conference  because  we  joined  United  Methodist 
Women  across  the  country  in  celebration  of  135  year,  a century  and  a halfin  organized  mission  in 
support  of  women  and  children.  We  also  honored  trail  blazing  women  right  here  at  homefor 
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their  remarkable  mission  work  over  the  years.  Former  Conference  President  Norma  Winegeart, 
researched  and  prepared  “Voices  From  the  Past”  as  a special  salute  and  remembrance  of  those 
who  have  served  and  led  through  the  years.  Editor  Brenda  Canty  published  pictures  of  many 
women  who  have  been  and  are  still  active,  “Faces  in  Mission“,  in  the  Conference  newsletter. 

I was  blessed  to  be  elected  as  one  of  Louisiana’s  delegates  to  The  United  Methodist  General 
Conference  in  Pittsburg,  Pennsylvania  and  the  Jurisdiction  Conference  in  El  Paso,  Texas. 

Large  numbers  of  Louisiana  United  Methodist  Women  traveled  to  Sn  Antonio,  Texas  to  support 
Pat  Cobb’s  election  as  President  of  Jurisdiction  Core  Planning  Group.  Kathleen  Conrad, 
Conference  Vice-president,  was  elected  an  Women’s  Division  Director.  The  Conference  Team 
was  trained  on  “Interpreting  the  Organization”  by  Jane  Winfield  from  Women’s  Division. 

As  women  who  strive  for  ongoing  peace  at  home  and  in  the  world,  we  dedicated  a “Peace  Pole” 
at  the  Conference  Center  in  Woodworth  under  the  leadership  of  Conference  Treasurer,  Jeanette 
McCalman. 

In  year  2005,  Ms.  Andris  Salter,  Assistant  General  Secretary  in  Administration  with  Women’s 
Division  served  as  our  Retreat  Leader.  Program  Resources  Secretary  Lana  Lathan  was  elected  as 
Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission  Planning  Team  Literature  Sale  Secretary. 

Dr.  Barbara  Ferguson  of  New  Orleans  District  represented  the  Louisiana  Conference  United 
Methodist  Women  at  the  “Public  Education  Summit”  held  at  Scaritt  Bennett  Center  in  Nashville, 
Tennessee.  The  event  was  a part  of  Women’s  Division  Phase  IB  of  United  Methodist  Women’s 
Campaign  for  Children  and  Advocacy  in  Public  Education. 

Due  to  the  horrendous  tragedy  and  devastation  caused  by  Hurricane  Katrina  in  late  August,  our 
Annual  Meeting  scheduled  for  September  16-17  at  First  United  Methodist  Church,  Monroe  was 
canceled  and  rescheduled  for  today,  November  12^'’.  Special  “thank  you”  to  the  ladies  of  the 
Pineville  unit  for  hosting  Annual  Meeting  for  the  second  time  in  4 years.  Thanks  also  to  Bishop 
William  Hutchinson,  or  keynote  speaker  and  communion  celebrant. 

I am  grateful  to  have  had  a tremendous  team  of  dedicated  women  who  demonstrated  their  love 
for  God  and  the  UMW  work.  Team  members  served  unstinted  and  generously  of  their  gifts  and 
graces  to  fulfill  the  purpose  of  United  Methodist  Women  for  both  terms  of  my  administration  , 
2002-2003  and  2004-2005.  The  United  Methodist  Women  Organization  is  God’s  gift;  to  us  and 
our  gift  to  the  world.  We  are  called  to  women  who  make  a difference  and  we  understand  that 
true  leadership  is  servitude  so  that  is  why  we  do  what  we  need  to  do  to  accomplish  tasks  before 
us.
